UNLAWFUL FOR, DOGS TO BE 
LOOSE IN DEER AREAS 

Dog:.owners are reminded by 
the Maine Fish and Game De- 
partment. that it is now unlawful 
for dogs to roam at large fn 
areas frequented by deer. 

The owner or keeper of any 
dog found tna déer erea between 
Dec. 1 and June 30 is subject to 
a fine of up to $50 and may also 
lose his dog. 

Game wardens are authorized 
by Maine law to destroy any deer- 
chasing dog, but rather than do 
this they would prefer to see the 
pet kept tinder control by its 
owner, 

The law is designed to pro- 
fect déer through winter months 
when escape from dogs Is often 
hindered by deep show and slip- 
pery footing, Each yéar a ntini- 
ber of deer are killed and others 
harrassed unnecessarily by dogs 
which are allowéd. to roam unat- 
tended,
